Where Law Is Elastic 

Plenty Of Sense In Duke Of AthoU’s 
Argument About Lotteries 

The Duke of Atholl, in the mag¬ 
nificent disregard of British courts 
for fame or place, fined £25 recentlv 
for conducting a swe-pstake. to'd fae 
House of Lords that the "hvpocrisy” 
of anti-lottery laws was mak'ng Bri¬ 
tain “the laughing stock of the civil¬ 
ized world.” 

The Duke of Atholl used arguments 
fam'liar to Canadians who have 
sidcred the subject. A man with a 
bank account, he said, could b<>ck a 
horse and settle with the bookmaker 
due course, but if his servant hand¬ 
ed in a sh'lling to back his favourite 
breaking the law. The Duke 
of Montrose contributed the thought 
that if the law were cnforc»d strictly 
'more than half the vicars 
country” would go to jail for con¬ 
ducting raffles. 

If Britain for these reasons is the 
laughing stock of the world—a state¬ 
ment which indicates that exaggera¬ 
tion is a weapon not disregarded 
in the august precincts of the House 
of Lords—what shall we say of Can¬ 
ada? We permit raffles in church 
charities, gambling games in the fall 
fairs, but hold up our hands in hor- 
at the thought of lotteries for 
hospitals or government funds. We 
say through the statute that if an in¬ 
dividual having secured a ticket in a 
sweepstake, should win a prize 
through this unlawful enterprise, the 
first individual who takes action 
against him in the courts may 
cover the prize money. If this per¬ 
son happens to be his wife or a close 
friend we close our eyes to the ob¬ 
vious conclusion and say the intent of 
the law has been met. 

It is not a subiect to get excited 
about. There is a degree of hypocrisy 
in all humans, therefore in all gov¬ 
ernments. and we all do our bit of 
head-burying on occasions. It is too 
much to expect logic in our com¬ 
mon approach to problems which 
have, or seem to present, an issue 
in morals. Wo fine a little shopkeep¬ 
er for selling a candy bar on Sun¬ 
day while the gasoline station next 
door fills a succession of cars for 
their Sunday trips, and if we want 
to look for hypocrisy we do not need 
to go abroad.—Ottawa Journal.

Aklavik Described As “Charing 
Cross Of The Atlantic” 

Aklavik is just a dot on the map to 
most Canadians, but to Rt. Rev. A. L. 
Fleming, consecrated bishop of the 
new Anglican missionary diocese of 
the Arctic, it is the “Charing Cross 
of the Atlantic.” 

The tiny settlement near the mouth 
of the Mackenzie River, whose resi¬ 
dent population numbers scarcely 50 
souls, is already “the trading centre 
of the western Arctic.” said the form¬ 
er archdeacon in an interview on the 
occasion of his elevation to the 
episcopate. 

Waves of the Arctic Ocean lap al¬ 
most to its door. To-it come Eskimo 
Indian to trade their furs and 
their fish for other goods. Aeroplanes 
soar across 1.000 miles of wilderness 
to link it with civilization, even 
through the long winter months. 

Bishop Fleming believes Aklavik 
has a significant future. Already it 
has been used as a jumping off point 
for flights to remote points in the 
Yukon and Alaska, he said. The 
Lindberghs, he recalled, halted there 
en route from the United States to 
Japan by aeroplane in 1932. 

The new bishop, who became known 
as “the flying archdeacon” for his 
aerial journeys across the northland 
to visit outposts of the church, out¬ 
lined with enthusiasm the boundaries 
of his vast diocese.

Need Some Protection 


Canadian National Railway Has Manufacturers In Europe Present 
Automatic Apparatus For Work Problem For English Clothiers 

A London paper shows a picture 


A novel shower bath for locomo-1 
tives installed by the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways washes them clean 
and leaves them with a smooth, wax- 
llke “complexion.” The secret is a 
huge washing frame boasting 36 
sprayers through which water passes 
at a pressure of 140 pounds to the 
square inch, The whole “treatment” 
Is automatic. As the' engine approach- 
, es the frame, the front wheels close 
a low voltage electrical circuit and 
the water, containing a cleaning com¬ 
pound, is turned on.

All grease and dirt 
have been dissolved and washed away 
and a light film of wax is left 
the locomotive, leaving it spick and 
span and smooth and bright.

Prohibition Statistics 

More Revenue From Fines And Con¬ 
fiscation Than Cost Of Enforce¬ 
ment In U.S. 

Prohibition statistics made public 
by the United States Department of 
Justice indicate that the government 
spent less on enforcement than it 
levied against dry law violators. 

During the dry era from Jan. 16, 
1920, until Oct. 31, 1933, the depart¬ 
ment said, prohibition enforcement 
cost $128,810,291. Fines collected 
from convicted violators were placed 
at $80,337,012. The value of proper¬ 
ty confiscated was estimated at $219,- 
302,464. 

In combats between officers and 
racketeers the department said 92 
investigators were killed, while the 
number pf persons slain toy agents 
aggregated 178.

Only two resolutions appear from 
Germany in the new official list and 
none from Italy.

Dr. Alfred Stengel, professor

Defined University’s Role 

'Creator Of Sane Enlightened Think¬ 
ing” Said Late SLr Arthur Currie 
The role of the modern university 
‘in the desperate battle of modern 
life” is not that of a "mere reservoir 
of knowleddge, a storehouse of equip¬ 
ment, a base of supplies, but rather 
It must be the creator of forces for 
the moulding of human destinies by 
promotion of sane, enlightened think¬ 
ing,” says the late General Sir Arthur 
Currie, Principal and Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor of McGill University, in his last 
report to the Board of Governors. 

Completed by Sir Arthur a few 
days before he was overtaken by 
illness, which resulted in his death 
on Nov. 30, the report was published 
after approval had been obta’ned 
from the Governor-General of Can¬ 
ada in the capacity as visitor to the 
university. 

“Education merely as a decoration 
is desp'cable,” Sir Arthur continues. 
"Education for utilitarian purpose 
has some justification. But education 
that kindles the imagination, awak¬ 
ens the power of vision, teaches man 
to create, to evolve new ideas to 
blaze fresh trails—this is the very 
loftiest aim of a university and the 
most splendid support it can perform 
for the State.” 

League Stands Firm 

Common Difficulties And Dangers 
Draw Remaining Nations Closer 
The League still stands. No flag 
has been hauled down at Geneva, but 
the German and Japanese. Othtr 
members of the League have been 
drawn closer by common difficulties 
and common dangers. The United 
States and Soviet Russia are work¬ 
ing harmoniously with them, and the 
direct discussions between those two 
great countries are of the best omen 
for the world. So far from recent 
events proving that the Geneva sys¬ 
tem is a failure, they have demon- 
strat unanswerably that in the Gen¬ 
eva system alone is salvation to be 
found.

“Lawrence Of Arabia” Provide* 

Practice 'Fur Bombers Of British 
Fleet 

Bombing 'planes roaring over the 
cold waters of the North Sea. raining 
missiles on a swift but flimsy speed¬ 
boat, hold no more terrors for the 
mysterious “Lawrence of Arabia” 
than did the fierce tribesmen of th$ 
burning sands during his thrilling 
exploits in the Great War. 

With Hubert Scott-Paine, famous 
speedboat designer and driver, Law¬ 
rence has been revealed as originator 
stunt which has been providing 
j the big bombers of the British Fleet 
with practice that has developed an 
astounding efficiency in the pursuit 
and bombing of fast craft. 

Scott-Paine designed a new type of 
armored and unsinkable speedboat of 
revolutionary design, while Lawrence, 
in order to get his revolutionary idea 
accepted, served as the original tar¬ 
get, piloting the boat with small pro¬ 
tection from the dummy but never* 
theless heavy and dangerous bombs 
from overhead. 

For some years the only naval tar¬ 
get allowed was the old and slow 
warship “Centurion.’’ From his work 
with the speedboats, Lawrence con¬ 
ceived the idea of building fast 40- 
foot speed boats, unsinkable, .with 
a “crash” shelter for its small crew, 
special targets for bombing prac¬ 


tice. 

The design of the new boats is 
being kept as close a secret 
been the bombing operations in the 
North Sea. As many as 12 ’planes 
chase the boats on occasions. 

The craft are manned by three 
men each; the boats themselves are 
packed with rubber and have steel 
plates for protecting the engines and 
crew. Tests have been conducted in 
all kinds of weather during the train- J 
ing seasons, two boats op-rating 
nearly every day. Every kind of 
bomb lias been tried, including the 
spectacular diving of bombing ’planes 
which attain speeds of 300 miles an 
hour. 

Each boat takes three two-hour 
turns in the bombing area, speeding 
up and down in a straight or zig-zag 
course according to wireless instruc¬ 
tions, [while ’planes rain bombs on 
them.
